The Fitzroy team dominated the first 10-20 minutes of the game, as they showed what 
a tough team they will to beat this season with some slick passing moves. In this time 
the Knox team didn’t really get out of Ist gear, but both lvo and Marty displayed 
some great endeavour. City went a goal behind when a quick counter attack by 
Fitzroy exposed the right side of Knox’s defence. The ball was whipped in by the 
Fitzroy left midfielder and after a goalmouth scramble, the ball hit the back of the net 
from a Fitzroy head.

Damian Everetts was back after suspension as sweeper and this released Craig Kerr 
into his customary influential role in midfield. Coach Andy Humble asked for a much 
greater level of intensity and was rewarded with a solid team performance.

ROUND 3

A half time roasting by Coach Andy Humble breathed new life into Knox, as they 
were unrecognisable from the first half. They shut down the North Coburg attack and 
started to create chances of their own. Brian Roper was unlucky when he hit the 
crossbar from 25 metres with the keeper beaten. 


Despite their new found superiority and clearly better fitness, a draw still looked likely 
with 14 minutes to go, when suddenly Knox broke the game wide open. Nick Veljovic 
headed a free kick from Craig Kerr, who had another inspirational game, against the 
crossbar, but lvo Madiera reacted quickest and headed Knox into the lead. Four 
minutes later, he turned provider when he broke down the right flank and laid on a 
perfect square ball for substitute Adam Doughty to side foot his first ever-senior goal 
for Knox.
